When Mr. Rapp settled here he bought 
some property from Mr. Blaine, father of 
James G. The old Blaine homestead is 
still standing, and was use| not long 
since fora schovlroom. In the center 
of one orchard of twenty five acres is a 
large mound, where, after the French 
and Indians had a battle, the braves 
were buried together with many valu- 
ables. Mr. Rapp never allowed this to 
be disturbed, aod now Mr. Henrici sees | 
that Mr. Rapp’s wishes are“obeyed to the 
letter. The mound is held sacred, and 
still holds its seeret. Many beautiful 
flowers at present are planted on it. Near 
by, in the orchard, is the Economite 
graveyard. Side by side the dead sleep 
in peace. No gaudy stones, no flowers, 
simply covered with the bright grass. 

There are many men and maidens) 
hired to do the work. These, of course, 
live together, but the unmarried are not | 
allowed to flirt with each other.

if they should see it, never having han- 
died a penny in their lives, and yet each 
is worth at least $1,000,000. The wash- 
ing for every family in the town is taken 
to the laundry, where hired help handles 
it. 


At five a. m., they breakfast, at six 

the bell rings for them to go to work, at 

ten o'clock they have lunch, consisting 

of bread, butter, cheese, meat and cider: 

twelve to one is dinner hour, three 

o'clock lunch again, and 6:30 supper. 

At nine p. m. the bell rings and every 

one must go to bed. Nine watchmen 

nightly guard the town and: enforce the 

rules of the society, which visitors must | 
observe. 

The church is built of brick, and sup- 
ports a large bell and two town clocks. 
Straightbacked, uncushioned benches 
hold the congregation. At each side, 
directly opposite, are raised rostrums, | 
one for the pulpit, the other for the choir. 
Mr. Henrici preaches about an hour every 
Sunday morning and evening. Nearly 
thirty young peonle compose the choir, 
over which the venerable Miss Rapp pre- 
sides-at the organ. 

The clothing worn is made perfectly 
plain. The.cdresses consist of a gathered | 
skirt, plain waist, full sleeves and a 
square kerchief acrons the breast.

GRANT'S MEMOIRS, 


His Personal Recollections of Great 
Events--Incidents of the Great War 
and Noted Battles. 


We give below extracts from General 
Grant's memoirs, the first volume of which 
will be published on the Ist of December and 
the second volume next March _It is stated 
that 500,000 copies of the work are already 
ordered. The frontispiece of the first volume 
is an excellent engraving of Grant at the age 
of twenty-one, copied froma daguerreotype 
loaned by Mr. -George William Childs, of 
Philadelphia. Pictures of the general's 
birth-place and of the McLean house at Ap. 
pomattox and fac-similes of Grant's hand- 
writing will be among the illustrations of the 
work. The dedication, printed in fac-simile, 
reads thus: 

‘‘These volumes are dedicated to the Ameri- 
cah soldier and sailor. U. 8. GRANT. 

‘New York, May 23, 1885.” 

GRANT’S BOYHOOD AND EDUCATION, 

Here is one of the author's earliest per- 
sonal reminiscences: 

There wasa Mr. Ralston living within 4 
few miles of tho village, who ow a colt 
which I very much wanted. | My father had 
offered $20 for it, but Mr. Ralston wan 
$25. I wasso anxious to have the colt that 


after the owner left I begged to be allowed to 


take him at the price demanded. My father 
yielded, but said $20 was all the horse was 
worth, and told meto offer that price; if it 
was not accepted I was to offer $22.00, and if 
that would not get him, to give the $2). I 
at orice mounted the horse and went for the 
colt, WhenI gotto Mr. Ralston’s house, I 
said tohim, “Papa says I may offer you $20 
for the colt, but if you won't take that 
am to offer you $22.50, and if 
you won't take that to give you 
225.” It would not require a Connecticut 
man to guess the price finally agreed upon. 
This story is nearly true. I certainly showed 
very plainly that I had come for the colt and 
meantto have him. I could not have been 
over eight years old at this time. I kept the 
horse until be was four years old, when he 
went blind, and Isolahim for $20, When I 
went to Maysville to school in 1856, at the 
age of fourteen, | recognized my colt as one 
of the blind horses working on the 
wheel of the ferry boat. 

Of the circumstance of his admisssion to 
West Point General Grant tells the follow- 
ing: 

My father received a letter from Hon. 
Thomas Morris, then United States Senator 
from Ohio. When he read it he said to me, 
“Ulysses, I believe you are going to réceive 


the appointment.” ‘*What appointment?” I 
inquired. “To West Point; | have applied 
for it.” “‘But 1 won’tgo,” Isaid. Hesaid he 


thought I would, and | thought so, too, if he 
did. Ilreally bad no objection to going to 
West Point, except that [ had a very exalted 
idea of the requirements necessary to get 
through. I did not believe | possessed them, 
and could not bear the idea of failing. ‘here 
bad been four boys from‘our village, or its 
immediate neighborhood, who had graduated, 
and never a failure of any one appointed 
from Georgetown,except in the case of the one 
whose place | was to take. He was the son 
of Dr. Bailey, our nearest and most intimate 
neighbor. ‘Young Bailey bad been appointed 
in 1837. Finding before the January examii- 
nation following that he could not pass, he 
resigned and went to a private school, and 
remained there until the following year, 
when be was reappointed. But before the 
next examination he was dismissed. Dr. 
Bailey was a proud and sensitive man, and 
he felt the failure of his son so keenly that he 
forbade his return home * * * 

I was impatient to get on my uniform and 
see how it lookel, beside probably wanting 
my old schoolmates, particilarly the girls, to 
see me in it, But the conceit was knocked 
out of me by two little circumstances that 
happened soon after the arrival of the clothes 
and which gave me a distaste for military 
uniforms that I never recovered from. 

Soon after the arrival of the suit I donned 
it and put off for Cincinnati on horseback. 
While | was riding along a street of that city, 
imagining that every one was looki at me 
with a feeling akin to'mine when I t saw 
General Scott,a little urchin, bareheaded, bare- 
footed, with dirty and ragged pants held up 
by a single gallows—that’'s what suspenders 
were called then—and a shirt that had not 
seen a washtub for weeks, turned to ms and 
cried out: ‘Soldier, will you work?! No, sir-ee! 
Ill sell my shirt first.’ The horse trade and 
its dire consequences were recallei to mind.” 


RECOLLECTIONS OF SCOTT AND TAYLOR, 

The following concerning Generals Scott 
and Taylor are given 4s illustrations of the 
author's methods of personal comment : , 

I had now been in battle with the two lead- 


ing commanders conducting armies in a 


foreign land. The contrast between ths two 
was very marked. General Taylor never 
wore uniform, but dressed himself entirely 
for comfort, He moved about the field in 
which he was operating to see through his 
own eyes the situation. Often he woukl be 
without staff officers, and when he was ac- 
companied by them there was no prescribed 
order in which they followed. He was ver 
much given to sit his horse aievern—olth 
both feet on one side—particularly on the 
battie-field. General Scott was the reverse in 
all these particulars) He always wore all the 
uniform prescribed, or allowed, by law; when 
he inspected his lines word would be sent to 
all divison and brigade commanders in ad- 
vance, notifying them of the hour when tho 
commanding general might be. expected. This 
was done so that all the army might be under 
arms to salute their chief as he passed. 
there occasions,he wore his dress uniform, 
cocked hat, aguMlettes, saber and spurs. His 
staff proper, beside all officers constructively 
on his staff—ongineers, inspectors, quarter- 
masters, etc.—followed also in uniform and 
Orders were prepared 
with great care and evidently with the view 
oF aos should be a history of what fol- 
owed. 

Isaw agood deal of General Taylor dur- 
ing my service with the State. On one oc- 
casion he said to me that I ought to go into 
the United States service. I told him 1 in- 
He spoke

country. * * * 

RECOLLECTIONS OF FORT DONELSON. 


At the siege of Fort Donelson; when the 
men found themselves without ammunition, 
they could not stand up sgainst the troo 
who seemed to have plenty of it. The divis- 
sion broke and a portion fled, but most of 
the men, as they were not pursued, only fell 
back out of range of fire of the enemy. 
must have been about this time that Thayer

‘Some of our men are pretty badly demoral- 
ized, but the enemy must be more so, for he 
has attempted to force his way out, but has 
fallen back; the one who attacks first now 
will be victorious, and the enemy will have 
to be in a hurry if he gets ahead of me.” I 
determined to make the assault at once on 
our itft. It was clear to my mind that the 
enemy had started to march out with his en- 
tire force, except a few pickets, and if our at 
tack could be made on the left before the enemy 
could redistribute his forces along the line, 
we would find but little opposition except 
from the intervening abatis. I directed 
Colonel Webster to ride with me and call 
out to the men as cod yer “Fill your car- 
tridge boxes quick and get into line; the ene- 
my is trying to escape and he must not be 
= to do so.” This acted like a charm.

THE CAPTURE OF VICKSBURG. 

The Vicksburg newspaper, which we re- 
ceived regularly (while before Vicksburg) 
through the courtesy of the rebel pickets, 
said, prior to the 4th, in speaking of the

some time previous was printed on the plain 
side of wall paper. The last number was 
winted on the 4th, and announced that we 
“caught our rabbit.” 

I have no doubt that Pemberton com- 
menced his correspomdegce on the 3d with a 
two-fold rpose; first, to avoid an assault, 
which be knew would be successful; second, 
to prevent the capture taking place on the 
great national holiday, the anniversary of 
the declaration of American indepencence. 
Holding out for better terms as he did, he 
defeated his aim in the latter particular. 

On the 4th of July, at the appointed hour, 
the garrison of Vicksburg marched out of 
their works and formed line in front, stacked 
arms and marched back in good order. Our 
whole army present witnessed this scene with- 
out cheering and wi a single offensive 
remark that I ever hear of. 

Logan’s division, which had approached 
nearest the rebel worls, was the first to 
march in, and the flag ef one of the regiments 
of his division was soon floating over the 
court house. * * * 

The campaign of Vicksburg was suggested 
and developed by circunistances. elec- 
tions of 1862 had gone against the prosecution 


ted ' ofthe war. Voluntary enlistment hdd nearly 


ceased, and the draft had been resorted to; 
this was resisted, and a defeat or backward 
movement would have made its execution 
impossible. A forward movement to deci- 
sive victory was necessary. Accordingly, I 
revolved to get below Vicksburg, unite with 
Banks against Port Hudson, make New Or- 
leans a base, and with that base, and Grand 
Gulf as a starting point, move our combined 
forces against Vicksburg. Upon reachin 
Grand Gulf, after running its batteries an 
fighting a battle, 1 received a letter from 
Banks informing me that he could not be at 
Port Hudson under ten days, and then with 
only 15,000 men. The time was worth more 
than the reinforcements. I| therefore deter- 
mined to push into the interior of the enemy's 
country. 

With a large river behind us, held above 
and below by the enemy, rapid movements 
were essential to success. Jackson was cap- 
tured the day after a new commander har ar- 
rived and when large reinforcements were 
daily expected. Arapid movement west was 
made, and the garrison of Vicksburg was met 
in five battles and badly defeated. The city 
was then successfully besieged. 

LEE’S SURRENDER. 

One of the most interesting parts of the 
memoifs is that which describes Lee's sur- 
render. Following are extracts from this 
portion: 

I found General Lee had been brought into 
our lines and conducted to a ho tse belonging 
to a Mr. McLean, and was there with one 
of his staff officers waiting my arrival. The 
head of his column was occupying a hill; a 
portion of which was an apple orchard, across 
the little vailevy from the court house. Sheri- 
dan’s forces were drawn up in line of battle 
on the crest of the hill on the south side of 
the same valley. : 

Before stating what took place between 
General Lee and myself, I will give all there 
is of the narrative of General Lee and the fa- 
mous apple tree. Wars prodace miany stories 
of fiction, some of which are told until they 
are believed, The war of thé Rebellion was 
fruitful in the same way. The story of the 
apple tree is one of those fictions witha slight 
foundation of fact. 

As I have said, theré was an apple orchard 
on thé side of the hill occupied by the Con- 
federate forces. Kunning diagonally up thé 
hill was a wagon road which at one poitit ran 
very near one of the trees, so that the wheels 
on that side hac cut off the roots of the tree, 
which made a little embankment. 

General Babcock reported to me that when 
he first met General Lee he was sitting upon 
this embankment with his feet in the road 
and leaning against the tree. 
that Lee was conducted into the house where 
[ first met him. 

I had known General Lee in the old army, 
and bad served with him in the Mexican war, 
but did not suppose, owing to the differences 
in our ages and rank, that he would probably 
remember me; while I would remember him 
more distinctly because he was the chief engi- 
neer on the staff of General Scott in the Mex- 
ican war. When I had left camp this morn- 
ing I had not expected the resuit so soon that 
was then taking place, and consequetitly was 
in rough garb, and, I believé, without a 
sword, as I usually was when on horseback 
on the field, wearing a soldier's blouse for a 
coat, with shoulder straps of my rank to in- 
dicate who I was to the army. Then I went 
into the house | found General Lea We 
greéted each other, and, after shaking hands, 
teok our seats. What his feelings were I do 
not know. Being a man of mach dignity and 
with an impenetrable face, it was impossible 
tosay whether he felt inwardly glad that the 
end had finally come, or whether he felt sadly 
over the result and was too manly toshow it, 
W hatever his feelings were, they were‘entirely 
concealed from observation, but my own 
feelings, which bad been quite apparent on 
the receipt of his letter, were sad and de- 
pressed. I jelt like anything rather than 
rejoicing at the downfall of a foe that 
hail foucht so gallantly, and had suf- 
feral so much from ai cause which 
I believed to be one of the worst for which a 
peuple ever fouzsbt, and for which there was 
not the least pretext. 1 do not question, how. 
ever, the sincerity of the great mass of thdse 
who were opposed to us. General Lee was 
dressed in full aniform, entirely new, and 
wearing a sword of considerable value, very 
likely the sword that had been presented by 
the State of Virginia: at all events, it was an 
entirely different sword from the one that 
would ordinarily be worn in the field. In my 
rough traveling suit, which was the uniform 
of a private, with the straps of a general, I 
must bave contrasted very strangely with a 
man so handsomely dressed, six feet high, 
and of faultless form. But this is not a mat- 
ter that | thought of until afterward. 

General Lee and I soon fell into conversa- 
tion about old army times. He remarked that 
he remembered me very well in the old army
